Hitting them low 

Massive police sting targets street-level drug dealers

Dozens of alleged drug 
traffickers are facing 
charges following the sec¬ 
ond massive police sting 
of low-level dial-a-dopers 
this year. 

Arrests in the undercov¬ 
er operation dubbed Proj¬ 
ect Geld II were made over 
an eight-day stretch, net¬ 
ting $144,000 worth of 
crime proceeds, including 
seven vehicles and 176 
grams of cocaine. 

“These are your street 


level dealers, the ones you 
call on their cellphone and 
they arrange to meet you,” 
Acting Insp. Greg Preston 
said yesterday. “They’re 
supplying personal 

amounts.” 

Of 33 men and three 
women charged, 21 were 
between the ages of 18 and 
24. 

While the demographic 


is a concern to police, it’s 
not surprising, Preston 
said. 

“Typically it’s younger 
people that are drawn in by 
the potential of large 
amounts of money in rela¬ 
tively short order,” he said. 
“These aren’t children, 
they’re young adults mak¬ 
ing very poor decisions.” 

The first phase of Project 


Geld ended in the arrest of 
51 dealers in March. There 
is no direct link to the peo¬ 
ple in the arrests, but they 
are loosely connected, po¬ 
lice said. 

“By and large, all of these 
people get their drugs from 
a supplier typically tied to 
organized crime.” 

Preston said the ripple ef¬ 
fect of laying charges to a 
large group of people will 
set an example.

Over 75s 
eligible 
for HlNl 
vaccine 

swine flu Albertans over 
age 75 are eligible to 
receive the HlNl vaccine 
today, health officials an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

Vaccines will further be 
available to those 65 and 
older on Thursday. 

Though seniors have a 
greater natural immunity 
to the virus, the vaccine is 
offered to them first, as 
they’re at greatest risk if 
they do contract HlNl, Al¬ 
berta’s senior medical offi¬ 
cer of health Dr. Andre 
Corriveau said yesterday. 

Though officials would¬ 
n’t comment on when the 
vaccine will be eligible to 
everyone, they said they’ll 
expand the eligibility list 
as supply dictates. 

Over half-a-million 
Albertans have been vacci¬ 
nated so far. 

“We will strive to immu¬ 
nize all the people we can 
before Christmas, all peo¬ 
ple who want to be immu¬ 
nized, because this is the 
best way to prevent a third 
wave of HlNl, or at least 
minimize its impact dur¬ 
ing our long winter,” Cor¬ 
riveau said. 

These latest groups are 
in addition to those 
currently identified as pri¬ 
ority: Chronically ill peo¬ 
ple between ages five and 
64; pregnant women; and 
children between six 
months and five years old. 

Caregivers and parents 
of babies and emergency 
services workers have also 
been identified as a priori¬ 
ty.

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$25M more 
for fight 
to contain 
pine beetles 


The Alberta and federal 
governments hope anoth¬ 
er $25 million will help 
contain a massive swarm 
of tree-killing mountain 
pine beetles before they 
spread farther east. 

Another wave of the tiny 
bugs, which have already 
destroyed about one-half 
of British Columbia’s mar¬ 
ketable pine timber, flew 
deep into Alberta this sum¬ 
mer. Some are now within 
an hour’s drive west of Ed¬ 
monton. 

There are worries the in¬ 
sect scourge could also 
devastate forests in Alber¬ 
ta, where small communi¬ 
ties that depend on 
forestry are already suffer¬ 
ing from the economic 
downturn. 

“Many children in 
British Columbia in the 
forest communities won’t 
see a mature pine forest — 
if they’re 10 today — they 
won’t see it until they are 
45 or 50 years old,” said 
Ted Morton, Alberta’s min¬ 
ister of sustainable re¬ 
source development. “We 
don’t want that to happen 
in Alber-

Yesterday’s announce¬ 
ment includes $10 million 
in federal cash and brings 
Alberta’s total anti-beetle 
budget to $35 million.

Morton said money is 
tight because of the reces¬ 
sion, so Alberta has to fo¬ 
cus its spending on the 
leading edge of the infesta¬ 
tion, mainly north of the 
Yellowhead Highway west 
of Edmonton, near such 
communities as Grande 
Cache and Whitecourt. 

Experts warn that if the 
infested lodgepole pine 
trees aren’t removed, new 
beetle swarms could fly 
ever eastward and possibly 
jump species, infecting 
jack pine forests that run 
across the country. 

“This is no longer just an 
Alberta issue. It is a nation¬ 
al issue,” Morton said. “We 
want to keep it out of the 
boreal forest.”

No need to say sorry, 
says immigration MP 

No apology forthcoming for abused migrant kids 


Immigration Minister 
Jason Kenney says there’s 
no need for Canada to 
apologize for abuse and 
exploitation suffered by 
thousands of poor 
children shipped here 
from Britain starting in the 
19th century. 

Australia has apologized 
for its part in the mistreat¬ 
ment of the so-called home 
children and the British 


government has an¬ 
nounced it will issue a for¬ 
mal apology next year. 

Kenney says he supports 
a private member’s motion 
to declare 2010 the year of 
the home child, in remem¬ 
brance of the “sad period” 
in Canadian history. 

But he says there’s limit¬ 
ed public appetite for offi¬ 
cial government apologies 
for tragic events of the past 


and no demand for one in 
this particular case. From 
1869 to 1939, an estimated 
100,000 orphaned or aban¬ 
doned youngsters were 
taken off the streets of 
Britain and sent to Canada 
and other former British 
colonies with the promise 
of a better life. Many were 
abused physically and 
mentally or put to work.

The book by former Liber¬ 
al MP David Kilgour and 
lawyer-activist David Matas, 
is an update of two reports 
they produced on the Chi¬ 
nese organ trade. 

It says Falun Gong practi¬ 
tioners are held in labour 
camps by the tens of thou¬ 
sands and killed for organs. 


Kilgour and Matas say or¬ 
gans used in Chinese trans¬ 
plants are acknowledged to 
come from executed prison¬ 
ers. There is no system of 
voluntary donations. 

But while the number of 
reported executions has 
fallen in recent years, the 
number of transplants has 
been relatively constant. 

“The question is, where 
do the transplants come 
from?” Matas asked. 

The book says they come 


from Falun Gong prisoners 
held in camps which are 
outside of the Chinese legal 
system. China has repeated¬ 
ly denied accusations it ex¬ 
ploits Falun Gong prisoners. 

The book offers a series of 
recommendations, includ¬ 
ing punitive measures to 
cut China off from supplies 
of drugs used in transplants 
and a ban on allowing Chi¬ 
nese transplant doctors to 
train abroad.

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Memoirs of Mussolini's 
mistress paint ugly picture 


Evening with Gadhafi not 
what models expected

Italy Benito Mussolini was a 
fierce anti-Semite, who 
proudly said that his hatred 
for Jews preceded Adolf 
Hitler’s and vowed to “de¬ 
stroy them all,” according 
to previously unpublished 
diaries by the Italian Fascist 
dictator’s longtime mis¬ 
tress. According to the di¬ 
aries, Mussolini also talked 
about the warm reception 
he received from Hitler at 
the 1938 Munich confer¬ 
ence — he called the Ger¬ 
man leader a “softy” — and 
attacked Pope Pius XI for his 
criticism of Nazism and Fas¬ 
cism. 

On a more intimate note, 
Mussolini was explicit 
about his sexual appetites 
for his mistress and said he 
regretted having affairs 
with several other women. 

The dairies kept by 
Claretta Petacci, Mussolini’s 
mistress, between 1932 and 
1938 are the subject of a 
book coming out this week 
entitled Secret Mussolini. 
Excerpts were published 


yesterday by 
Italy’s leading 
daily Corriere 
della Sera. 

Historians 
said the diaries 
appeared to be 
convincing 
and reinforced 
the image that 
Mussolini was strongly anti- 
Semiti. But they cautioned 
that these are the diaries of 
the dictator’s lover — not 
Mussolini himself — and 
therefore must be taken 
with an extra grain of salt. 

The Fascist dictator said 
that “there never was a 
pope as harmful to religion” 
as Pius XI and accused him 
of doing “undignified 
things, such as saying we 
are similar to the Semites,” 
according to the excerpts. 

For years, the Vatican has 
struggled to defend Pius’ 
successor — the wartime 
Pope Pius XII — against 
claims he didn’t do enough 
to save Jews from the Holo¬ 
caust. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Libyan leader Moammar 
Gadhafi hosted a soiree in 
Rome for some 200 young 
Italian women, but 
instead of the party they 
expected the women were 
given a lecture on Islam 
and copies of the Qur’an, a 
news report said 
yesterday.

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Gunmen kill 13 in Iraq 

Men pulled from homes, shot execution-style 


Gunmen in Iraqi army uni¬ 
forms abducted and killed 
13 people whose bodies 
were found yesterday with 
gunshot wounds to the 
head, including a local 
leader of Iraq’s largest 
Sunni party, which once 
helped fight al-Qaida. 

Police played down the 
incident as tribal violence 
in an attempt to defuse sec¬ 
tarian tension, but the polit¬ 
ical connection suggests the 
killings could also have 
been the work of insurgents 
or rival Sunnis vying for 
power before January elec¬ 
tions. 

Violence has dropped 
sharply in Iraq over the past 
year, but politicians and se¬ 
curity officials have warned 
in recent weeks of a possi¬ 
ble spike in violence in the 
run-up to the national polls

The killings are reminis¬ 
cent of those that plagued 
Baghdad at the height of 
the sectarian bloodshed of 
2006 and 2007, when men, 
sometimes dressed in police 
or army uniforms, snatched 
people from their houses at 
night before killing them 
and dumping the bodies. 

The Iraqi Islamic Party 
condemned the killings, de¬ 
scribing them as a revenge 
attack against people who 
had helped stabilize the 
area. 

“It is a worrisome indica¬ 
tion that the situation 
might be deteriorating,” the 
party statement read.

Climate deal could hinge on two issues 


There’s not enough time 
to strike a detailed and 
binding deal at next 
month’s Copenhagen con¬ 
ference on climate change 
but nations say it still can 
succeed if all 192 countries 
can agree on two sets of 
numbers.

Obama careful on China trip 


President Barack Obama is 
walking a tightrope on his 
first trip to China, seeking 
to enlist help in tackling 
urgent global problems 
while weighing when and 
how — or if — he should 
raise traditional human 
rights concerns. 

Obama arrived in Shang¬ 
hai late at night, in a driv¬ 


ing rain, hustling through 
a phalanx dignitaries to 
reach his limousine. On 
Monday, the president is 
holding talks with local 
politicians and, in one of 
the marquee events of his 
weeklong Asian trip, con¬ 
ducting an American-style 
town hall discussion with

UN court 
overturns 
genocide 
conviction 

Tanzania A UN appeals 
court yesterday 
overturned the conviction 
of the former Rwandan 
president's brother-in-law, 
who had been sentenced 
to 20 years for organizing 
a massacre that left about 
1,000 dead during the 
1994 genocide. 

The judge said serious 
errors had taken place 
during Protais Zigiranyira- 
zo's 2008 conviction and 
sentencing, and ordered 
him to be released imme¬ 
diately. Zigiranyirazo, 71, 
stood in disbelief in the 
courtroom on Monday. 

“God is great and justice 
has been done,” he told 
The Associated Press after 
the judge overturned the 
sentence. 

At least 500,000 ethnic 
Tutsis and moderate Hutus 
were killed during Rwan¬ 
da's genocide, which 
began after President Juve¬ 
nal Habyarimana's plane 
was brought down in April 
1994. Zigiranyirazo, an in¬ 
fluential member of the 
Rwandan government at 
the time, was his brother- 
in-law. 

Judge Theodor Meron 
said the trial judgment 
had “seriously erred in its 
handling of the evidence.”

But here he is today with 
a big lead in the polls, a 
good showing in last 
week’s byelections, his Lib¬ 
eral opposition reeling. He 
is defining the agenda to 
suit his conservative val¬ 
ues. He is even scoring 
some points — who could 
have imagined his Beatles’ 
song rendition? — in terms 
of personal appeal. 


His conservative agenda 
— Stephen Harper’s Cana¬ 
da — was stamped out in 
the revamped citizenship 
guide his government is¬ 
sued last week. It was 
heavy on pride in the 
Armed Forces, law and or¬ 
der, the monarchy, limits 
to cultural tolerance. It 
was light on gay marriage, 
the environment, health 
care and socially progres¬ 
sive content. It was met 
with much applause. 

It is remarkable Harper 
has been able to brand 
Canada to suit his purpos¬ 
es. The skill of the political 


leader lies in making the 
people feel good about 
what’s going on. On the 
face of it, Canadians don’t 
have much to cheer about. 
They are not better off than 
they were four years ago. 
There’s the recession and 
Ottawa’s progress in fight¬ 
ing it is coming at a heavy 
cost — a looming huge 
deficit. There’s the war in 
Afghanistan, which is go¬ 
ing badly. There’s the envi¬ 
ronment file, on which the 
government’s performance 
has been laggard. 

On content, the Conser¬ 
vatives lack big achieve¬ 


ments. On style, they have 
been repeatedly criticized 
for their secrecy, heavy- 
handedness, one-man rule, 
all very much in contrast 
to its promise of a new era 
of transparency. 

Their success is all the 
more surprising in that it 
bucks the trend to the 
south. In the United States, 
George W. Bush and Sarah 
Palin have tarnished the 
conservative brand. 

Barack Obama leads a lib¬ 
eral resurgence. 

There’s no such trend 
resurgence here. Here, 
Harper’s conservatism is 


making Canadians feel 
good, or at least not dis¬ 
mayed, about what’s going 
on. He’s been lucky, 
helped along by the inepti¬ 
tude of the Liberals. But in 
part, it’s been the prime 
minister’s craftiness that 
has made them appear 
that way. 

Those of us who thought 
he would be on his way out 
by now were way off. He’s 
on his way in. He may just 
be getting started.

Paying down debt is a guar¬ 
anteed increase in net 
worth.

Unless you’ve been hiding 
in a bat cave, you’ll likely 
have noticed that vampires 
are hot these days. The tele¬ 
vision drama True Blood is 
HBO’s most popular series 
since The Sopranos and Sex 
and the City. The CW’s The 
Vampire Diaries is becom¬ 
ing equally popular. And, 
depending on your sources, 
as many as 33 vampire 
movies were produced in 
2008/2009. 

So what’s got us all so 
bloodthirsty? Some would 
say it’s all about sex. In fact, 
True Blood creator Alan Ball 
has been quoted as saying 
that vampires are a meta¬ 


phor for sex. Certainly, the 
whole seductive, neck-bit¬ 
ing, blood-sucking thing has 
a not-so-subtle sexual un¬ 
dertone; but when Bram 
Stoker brought the vampire 
to the masses in 1897, his 
novel Dracula was also a 
thinly vampire-cloaked 
metaphor for the repressed 
and conservative sexual 
mores of the time. 

Giving into the count’s 
temptation turned women 
into dangerous seductress- 
es, the opposite of the unre¬ 
alistic Victorian ideal of 
women as virgins or moth¬ 
ers. 

Unlike the brutish, macho 
vampires of yesteiyear, to¬ 
day’s young vampires reflect 
a more modem young man. 
Sort of like Vampire Metro- 
sexuals, they’re sensitive, 
pretty boys with tortured 
souls and perfectly mussed 
hair. 

But today’s vampire tales 
still seem to act as a 
metaphor for society’s sexu¬ 
al mores and some of them 
haven’t changed much. 

Just as with Stoker’s Drac¬ 
ula, there is still an underly¬ 
ing message that a woman 
who gives in to her sexual 
urges will be punished. 
While human Bella wants to 


do it, despite undead Ed¬ 
ward’s reluctance, she also 
knows that having sex with 
him could unleash his 
bloodlust, with dire conse¬ 
quences for her. 

Edward’s insistence that 
they wait certainly reflects 
the current, conservative 
preaching to young people 
to practise abstinence. But, 
just as in Victorian days, 
vampire fiction doesn’t al¬ 
ways reflect mortal reality. 

As Robert Pattinson, the 
actor who plays Edward, put 
it in a recent interview: “I 
think it’s hilarious that 
everyone, especially par¬ 
ents, are saying it’s about ab¬ 
stinence and they’re really 
pleased their kids are read¬ 
ing it (the movies are based 
on a book series). And yet so 
many people who are read¬ 
ing the books are thinking” 
I want them to have sex! I 
want them to make me 
want to have sex!”

PREP TIME: 6 MINUTES 
COOK TIME: 30 MINUTES 

INGREDIENTS: 

•1/2 tsp each ground 
coriander and cumin (2

•1/4 tsp each cayenne pep¬ 
per and salt (1 mL) 

• 2 skinless trout fillets

Canadian R&B star Massari ready to take over world

When Metro last talked to 
Massari three years ago, he 
was regaling us about 
what would make a perfect 
date. His included a steak 
dinner, rose petals on the 
bed and Boyz II Men play¬ 
ing in the background. 
These days, it would 
consist of popcorn, a movie 
and snuggling on the couch 
with sweat pants on. 

It’s an unlikely answer 
from, all appearances to 
the contrary, a deceptively 
uncomplicated and driven 
man. 

Upon listening to the re¬ 
lease of sophomore effort 
Forever Massari, released 
last Tuesday in Canada and 
slated for international au¬ 
diences today, one would 
suspect the Beirut-via- 
Ottawa R&B artist to be ob¬ 
sessed with pizzazz, and 
the desire to lay down a 
driving, edgy club beat. 

It’s certainly seems to be 
the case with lead-off single 
Body Body, wherein Massari 
(born Sari Abboud) samples 
1987 dance track Push It by 
Salt N’ Pepa. 

But the latest release is 
just one aspect of the em¬ 
pire for which he wants to 
be known, one which in¬ 
cludes a clothing line, chari¬ 
ty work and a signature 
cologne by this time next 
year. 

“My goal for this album 
is my goal for everything 
else I want to do — global 
domination,” he said. 

“I have a philosophy of 
‘expect nothing, get every¬ 
thing’ and I’m hoping for 
the best. I haven’t stopped 
working since my first al¬ 
bum (2006’s Massari, which 
went gold in Canada), al¬ 
though that work has been 
in different areas. I’m mak¬ 
ing sure people know that 
was the groundwork for 
what I’m doing now. I have 
my hands in everything 
and I like it that way.” 

A grand plan lies beneath 
the infamously chin- 
strapped exterior — a 
beard style he left behind 
after attending too many 
Halloween parties full of 
people dressed as him — 
one that Massari has, up to 
this point, been executing 
with modest success, grow¬ 
ing from independent 
artist to major-label-backed 
Canadian star with some 
international notice. 

Besides the fact he can 
sing in three languages 
(English, French and Ara¬ 
bic) and has rarely met an 
old school beat he didn’t 
like, Massari, whose name 
translates to “money” from

Kraftwerk re-wired

When you’re 40 years into 
a career, it’s only fair that 
you’re afforded the oppor¬ 
tunity to go back and right 
any outstanding wrongs. 
After decades of waiting, 
Kraftwerk’s Ralf Hiitter has 
finally been given his 
chance with the reissue of 
the group’s last eight al¬ 
bums. 

“I don’t want to com¬ 
plain but some of the cata¬ 
logue was never in the 
quality that it should have 
been,” says the only re¬ 
maining original member 
of the group. “It was a 
nightmare.” 

To be issued next week 
both individually and as a 
box set titled The Cata¬ 
logue, Hiitter now feels 
Kraftwerk’s music can be 
appreciat¬ 
ed the 


supposed to be. “We re¬ 
worked the masters, so for 
the first time they are re¬ 
mastered with the latest 
technology in our Kling 
Klang studio,” he explains. 
“So we’re very happy that 
for the first time the albums 
come in the formats with 
all of the artwork, like they 
were originally conceived.” 

Considered as influential 
on modern music as The 
Beatles, the pioneering 
electronic act from Diissel- 
dorf, Germany can be 
heard in music of everyone 
from David Bowie and New 
Order to Madonna and 
Coldplay. But Hiitter down¬ 
plays Kraftwerk’s impact 
beyond the work he and 
his various collaborators 
have put into the music. 

“We called ourselves mu¬ 
sical workers, and we just 
did our work with elec¬ 
tronics,” he says. “Music 
and technology for us were 
like a unit, always, and we 
just continued our work 
from there.” 

Hiitter can’t take all the 
credit though — there are 
those iconic robot man¬ 
nequins that have repre¬ 
sented the look and sound 
of the band all these years. 

Whether it’s the music 
or the robots people re¬ 
member Kraftwerk for, 
Hiitter says he and co¬ 
workers aren’t done inno¬ 
vating. Earlier this year 
they began presenting the 
second half of their concert 
in 3-D, and in Manchester 
invited the British Olympic 
cycling team to ride on a 
track during a performance 
of their hit song Tour De 
France. New music is also 
expected at some point.

Going Rogue: An Ameri¬ 
can Life offers her a chance 
to answer back, without 
pesky interference from 
the likes of Katie Couric or 
Republican handlers. It is, 
to steal Nancy Reagan’s 
memoir title, My Turn. 


So why is there so little 
bloodletting, why no must- 
n’t-miss gory bits? Her 
book, written with an as¬ 
sist from Lynn Vincent, is 
less the revealing autobiog¬ 
raphy of a straight-shoot¬ 
ing maverick and more a 
lengthy campaign speech 
— more lipstick, less pit 
bull. 

The book can be roughly 
divided into two halves — 
the years before she was 
asked to join John Mc¬ 
Cain’s ticket and the time 
since. The second half is 
the more lively: It’s got her 
take on the designer 
clothes embarrassment; 
the vice-presidential de¬ 
bate with Joe Biden; and 
the “campaign profession¬ 
als” she blames for losing 
the White House. 

From the beginning, 
Palin seems determined to 
prove she has always been 
maverick-y and never a 
mental lightweight. She 
says her nose was always 
in a book while growing 
up and the first big word 
she learned to spell was

This one ranks right up 
there with such character- 
driven triumphs as The 
Wrath of Khan and The 
Voyage Home.

The casting is all aces.

ing good comic timing) 
rather than on marquee 
recognition or resem¬ 
blance to the original cast

es, the likeness is uncan¬ 
ny. By boldly going back 
to where it all began, 
Abrams has taken Star 
Trek exactly where it be¬ 
longs. 

Extras are extreme, in¬ 
cluding nine deleted 
scenes, a director com¬ 
mentary, a gag reel and 
several making-of fea- 
turettes.

Cinnamon- 
mustard Chicken 
with Sweet Pota¬ 
toes and Peppers 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) wholegrain 
mustard 

2 tsp (10 ml) ground cinna¬ 
mon 

1 cup (250 ml) apple juice 
8 skinless, boneless chick¬ 
en thighs 

4 sweet potatoes, peeled 
and cut into chunky 
wedges 

4 onions, quartered 

2 red peppers, quartered 
lengthwise 

2 yellow peppers, 
quartered lengthwise 
2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 460°F 
(240°C). Mix mustard, cin¬ 
namon and apple juice in 
large ovenproof dish or 
roasting pan. Add chicken, 
turning pieces over to coat 
in apple dressing. Set 
aside. 


2. Put sweet potato wedges 
in large pot. Pour in boil¬ 
ing water to cover and boil 
5 minutes. 

3. Drain sweet potatoes, 
then add to chicken with 
onions and peppers. Turn 
all vegetables in dressing 
to coat evenly, then turn 
chicken thighs once more 
and leave them skinned 
side up. 

4. Season ingredients to 
taste and drizzle over oil. 
Roast 20 minutes or until 
chicken and vegetables 
are cooked and well 
browned. Test chicken by 
piercing thickest part with 
point of knife; juices 
should run clear, not pink. 
Serve.
